Augustus Heinze and the United Cop­ 
per company, which have kept the 
United States circuit court and the fed­ 
eral authorities here busy because of 
the disappearance of the books of the 
company, needed 6y the federal grand 
jury to clear up loans alleged to have 
been made by Heinze while he was 
head of the Mercantile National bank 
during the panic of 1907, have been 
clarified somewhat and yet seemingly 
paradoxically complicated. 
George Baglin, Second vice president 
of the United Copper company, and sec­ 
retary to Heinze, who was placed in 
the Tombs for contempt of court, was 
released without apparent explanation, 
but it is understood this action fol­ 
lowed his deposition from the board 
of directors. 
While no announcement 
to this effect was made, a meeting of 
the stockholders which was held in 
Hoboken resulted in the naming of a 
board in which Baglin’s name does 
not appear. 
The board was almost 
entirely reorganized, with Heinze still 
at the head. 
F. Augustus Heinze was not present 
at the meeting, but a representative, 
holding a proxy for 240,000 shares, was 
on hand, and it is presumed, therefore, 
that the board is under Heinze’s con­ 
trol. 
It had been reported that the 
directors would meet to depose Heinze, 
but if such action was taken it could 
not be confirmed. 
While the stockholders were rheet- 
Ing in Hoboken the disappearance of 
the books was being further aired be­ 
fore Judge Lacombe in 
the United 
States court. 
Judge Lacombe agreed 
to give Sanford Robinson, who as a 
director faces prison for all<%ed con­ 
tempt, 
until 
Friday to antw er the 
charge. 


BADLY BUFFETED

M S IT MURDER OR SUICIDE? 


While the Police and the Hotel M an­ 


agement Incline to the Latter Theory, 


Dr. John T. Binkley’s Fam ily Declare 


the Aged Physician W as Murdered.— 


W atch and Purse M issin g W hen V is­ 


iting Physician W a s Found Sittin g 


In a Chair In H is Room at the Hotel, 


Shot Through the Head. 


Chicago, June 3.—Dr. John T. Bink­ 
ley of Evansville, Ind., eighty-two years 
old, was found dead in a room at the 
Wellington hotel here. 
Dr. Binkley 
was found sitting upright in a chair 
and he had been shot in the left side 
of the face. A revolver was found on 
the bed to the right of the dead man 
and one chamber was empty. 
Mrs. 
George Upchurch, his daughter, and 
her daughter had left Dr. Binkley in 
his room only an hour before. 
The dead m an’s relatives are firm 
in their belief that he was murdered. 
They say the aged man’s watch, purse 
and valise are missing. 
The valise 
was later found in a lavatory on the 
same floor as Dr. Binkley’s room. 
It 
contained only some medicines and 
toilet articles and near by it was found 
a partly filled bottle of whisky. 
Dr. 
Binkley was once a well known physi­ 
cian in this city. 
Dr. and Mrs. Binkley, Mr. and Mrs. 
George Upchurch and Miss Eleanor 
Upchurch arrived in the city for a 
family reunion and were met by Dr. 
Binkley, jr., who lives in Chicago. 
When Mrs. Upchurch and her daugh­ 
ter 
Eleanor 
entered 
Dr. 
Binkley’s 
room on their return from a shopping 
trip the revolver was laying about a 
foot or eighteen inches from where 
the dead m an’s right arm was hanging 
between the chair and the bed. 
The 
left hand was crossed over the right 
and hung on the right knee. The bul­ 
let had entered the brain, causing al­ 
most Instant death. 
Dr. Binkley, jr., 
arrived about fifteen minutes after the 
body 
was 
discovered. 
He 
hastily 
searched his father's pockets and said 
his purse and watch were missing. De­ 
tectives examined the room carefully 
and found both windows closed and 
the curtains drawn. The body was fac­ 
ing the west and the left side, where 
the bullet entered, was toward the east 
window, just outside of which is a 
balcony running to a fire escape. The

powder 
marks near the wound, showing the 
revolver was held close to the face.

plainly 
written. 
Moie 
letters are improperly addressed, y ou 
had better use pen and ink. 
When y ou address a letter see t.iai 
y ou spell the name of the town cor 
rectly . 
Many postofliees have simil­ 
ar names. 
Don’t write Cin. for Cin­ 
cinnati, or Col. for Columbus. 
When y ou address a letter C ' card 
leave room for the stam p and post­ 
mark in the upper right hand corner. 
Postm arks often blur y our address. 
Do not put writing in newspapers 
or packages; if y ou do the m atter 
becomes first-class 
mail 
and 
y ou 
must pay letter postage—two cents 
un ounce, or y ou are liable to a fine 
of $10. 
W ritten 
or 
ty pewritten 
letters 
placed in unsealed envelopes are sub ­ 
ject to the same rate of postage aS 
when sealed—two cents an ounce. 
Post cards in transparent envei 
opes will go at the rate of one cent 
if unsealed, prpvided there is noth­ 
ing more than the address of the one 
to receive it and the namê of tfc«* 
sender.

NCIDENT to the v isit o f Theo do re

It was sent fro m the sleeping sick­ 
ness ho spitals presided o v er by Sir 
Dav id and Lady Bru ce and reco u nted 
th at sev en Eu ro pean do cto rs bad su c­ 
cu mbed to the fatal disease since at­ 
tem pts t j co pe with it began. 
No t o nly 
is the 
age o f hero ism 
no t dead, bu t it was nev er so mu ch 
aliv e. Few mo re u nselfish ex amples o f 
perso nal sacrifice fo r the sake o f tru th 
and hu manity hav e ev er been reco rded 
than tho se chro nicled in the newspa­ 
pers day by day o f the men who risk 
life and lo se it that they may sav e 
mankind fro m plagu e and co ntagio n. 
One o f the mo st recent ex amples is 
th at o f Dr. William T. Bu ll, the emi­ 
nent New Yo rk su rgeo n. Dr. Bu ll had 
all that men mo st prize In life—wealth, 
edu catio n, a y o u ng wife and children, 
so cial po sitio n and a standing in the 
fro nt rank o f his pro fessio n.

Dr. Bu ll 
was the partner o f o ne o f the mo st 
eminent su rgeo ns in Vienna, and his 
standing thro u gho u t the wo rld was 
su ch that when a great English phy si­ 
cian had appendicitis Ju st after that 
disease was first disco v ered he sent 
fo r Dr. Bu ll to perfo rm the o peratio n. 


first sacrifices. All three o f the Ameri­ 
can phy sicians pro cu red mo squ ito es 
they knew had bitten perso ns su ffering 
fro m the plagu e and allo wed them ­ 
selv es to be infected. All three were 
stricken, bu t Drs. Reed and Carro ll 
reco v ered. Dr. Lazear, who u po n the 
first ex po su re did no t co ntract the dis­ 
ease. again ex po sed himself and died 
as a resu lt o f the v iru lent attack that 
fo llo wed. 
As fu rther ex periments were neces­ 
sary , v o lu nteers fro m the army were 
called fo r, and sev eral respo nded, ju st 
as they wo u ld if the call had been to 
face death fro m bu llets instead o f 
fro m the equ ally deadly disease germs. 
Nearly all the stricken so ldiers reco v ­ 
ered, tho u gh o ne afterw ard dev elo ped 
a spinal affectio n as a resu lt o f the 
ex periments that made him an inv alid 
fo r the brief time he was left to liv e. 
In this no table campaign Dr. Lazear 
was as tru ly a m arty r as were tho se 
who died at the stake fo r religio u s lib­ 
erty . 
No r was the sacrifice In a less 
wo rthy cau se, fo r these ex periments 
established fcicts thro u gh the kno wl­ 
edge o f which o ne o f the mo st dreaded 
plagu es o f the hu man race was arrest­ 
ed and is In a fair way to be stamped 
o u t entirely . 
One man died that mil­ 
lio ns might liv e.

Yet this gifted and fo rtu nate man in 
the v ery prime o f life gav e u p ev ery ­ 
thing in the cau se o f science. In his 
Inv estigatio ns • o f cancer he himself 
became ino cu lated with the germs, 
and, tho u gh a gallant fight was made 
fo r him, his life paid the fo rfeit The 
details o f the sto ry are y et fresh in 
the pu blic mind—the anx io u s attentio n 
o f o ther cancer ex perts In try ing to 
sav e their co mrade, the applicatio n o f 
a newly disco v ered seru m and the 
false ho pes this fo r a time aro u sed, 
the apparent rally ing o f the patient 
and his trip to the so u th, the dev o tio n 
o f his wife and the Inev itable end 
sy mpathetically no ted by newspaper 
readers o f two co ntinents. T hat is the 
sto ry , and it makes o ne pro u d o f his age. 
The Ba ttle Ag a inst Yello w Fev er. 
Almo st equ ally well kno wn is the 
case o f the no ble co rps o f American 
phy sicians who ro bbed y ello w fev er o f 
its terro rs. It was bu t a sho rt time 
after the clo se o f the Spanisb-Ameri- 
can w ar th at the United States go v ­ 
ernm ent u nderto o k to stam p o u t the 
plagu e th at was the sco u rge o f her o wn 
po ssessio ns in Po rto Rico and Panama, 
also o f Cu ba, fo r which she felt her­ 
self respo nsible, as well as o f Central 
and So u th America, where her call 
w as o nly that o f co mmo n hu manity . 
To co pe with the disease the w ar de­ 
partm ent sent Dr. W alter Reed, a spe­ 
cialist In y ello w fev er, who was assist­ 
ed by Dr. Jam es Carro ll, Dr. Jesse W. 
Lazear and Dr. Aristides Agramo nte, 
a Cu ban, who , hav ing had the fev er, 
w as an immu ne. 
These phy sicians 
wo rked o n the mo squ ito theo ry , which 
had ju st been pro mu lgated by Dr. Car­ 
lo s Finley o f Hav ana. 
To test the m atter definitely as to 
whether a mo squ ito th at had bitten a 
y ello w fev er patient co u ld transm it 
the disease it was necessary th at hu ­ 
man su bjects sho u ld su bmit them­ 
selv es to Ino cu latio n. 
Fo llo wing the 
splendid scientific co de th at phy sicians 
sho u ld no t ex po se o thers to dangers 
they wo u ld no t themselv es take, the 
do cto rs o ffered their o wn bo dies as the 


an assistant o f Tho mas A. Ediso n. 
Pro fesso r Fu chs believ ed that the X 
ray might be u sed in cu ring cancer and 
skin diseases and to test the m atter 
as to the influ ence o f the flu o ro sco pe 
o n the flesh began ex perimenting u po n 
himself. 
He started with o ne hand, 
o n which w arts so o n fo rmed, and he 
was co mpelled to hav e a thu m b ampu ­ 
tated. 
As his ex periments pro gressed 
o ther am pu tatio ns were necessary u n­ 
til the entire hand was go ne. Fu rther 
tests o n his bo dy resu lted in death. 
The o ther cases were similar. In o ne 
bo th hands were sacrificed by the dar­ 
ing inv estigato r, and ev en then he di­ 
rected that he be made the su bject o f 
still fu rther ex periments. Thro u gh the 
sacrifice o f these and o ther liv es, ho w­ 
ev er, the danger o f u sing the m y steri­ 
o u s ray s was fu lly defined. It was dis­ 
co v ered that lead is a no nco ndu cto r, 
and fro m this a safe metho d o f em­ 
plo y ing the light was dev ised. 
It 
sho u ld be bo rne in mind th at the dan­ 
ger is no t fro m o ne o r two applica­ 
tio ns, bu t fro m habitu al o nes. The pa­ 
tient ex amined fo r the first o r seco nd 
time is in no danger. It is the o pera­ 
to r th at is imperiled by his u se o f the 
apparatu s day after day . Thro u gh the 
hero ism o f these brav e men the Ro ent­ 
gen ray s are to day emplo y ed with 
co mparativ e safety , and u nder their 
miracu lo u s po wer phy sicians are en­ 
abled to lo o k thro u gh the hu man bo dy 
as o rdinary men lo o k thro u gh glass. 
To u s the wo nders o f science beco me 
almo st co mmo nplace, bu t we do no t 
realize that behind each o f these 
achiev ements are thrilling sto ries o f 
patient 
research, 
repeated 
defeats, 
finally cro wned by v icto ry , and the lo ss 
o f liv es th at hav e been u nselfishly 
giv en that tru th may be adv anced and 
hu m anity pro tected. 
Ma rty rs In Other Fields. 
There were sev eral brav e phy sicians 
who endangered themselv es in the in­ 
v estigatio n o f the bu bo nic plagu e, and 
o ne o f them, Hermann Franz Mu ller, 
who carried o n the famo u s researches 
in Vienna, paid with his life. 
An as- 


« istant was stricken, and Dr. Mu ller 
| co u ld then hav e sav ed himself by 
ceasing his stu dies. He cho se rather to 
| o bserv e the co u rse o f the disease in 
; o rder that he might make a scientific 
reco rd, tho u gh kno wing fu ll well that 
I to do so wo u ld mean almo st inev itably 
j his o wn death. 
He to o k the chance 
: and paid the price. 
Science was the 
gainer, and the go al o f o v erco ming o ne 
I mo re enemy o f man was that mu ch 
nearer. 
When the famo u s Dr. Ko ch stated 
I that cho lera is co ntagio u s a German 
i phy sician, Pettenko fer, co mbated the 
| theo ry and o ffered to pro v e his co nten- 
! tio n by co nsu ming the germs. At first 
| he seemed su ccessfu l, bu t o n a later 
ex periment dem o nstrated that Ko ch 
| was right and himself wro ng and paid 
the penalty with his life. 
Amo ng the mo st hero ic o f the so l­ 
diers o f tru th are tho se th at v isit leper 
co lo nies. The name o f Father Damien 
Dev enster. a Belgian priest, who was 
also a phy sician, is high o n the ro ll. 
He no t o nly went into a leper co lo ny 
and ministered to the u nfo rtu nates, 
bu t dev o ted the rem ainder o f his life 
to stirring u p the go v ernment to care 
fo r the disease, pro v ing that it was 
su sceptible to treatm ent. Bo th he and 
his su ccesso r became lepers and finally 
died fro m the afflictio n, bu t they made 
su ch pro gress that Father Damien 
co u ld say fro m his deathbed: “The 
cau se o f the lepers is no w that o f hu ­ 
manity . I am no lo nger needed here.” 
Ano ther v o lu nteer In behalf o f the 
lepers sho wed a like hero ism, bu t fo r­ 
tu nately did no t meet the same tragic 
ending, altho u gh at o ne time so res did 
appear o n his hands, and he tho u ght 
himself do o med. They afterw ard went 
away , ho wev er, tho u gh leav ing their 
marks. The man is Dr. Eu gene H. 
Plu macher, American co nsu l to M ara­ 
caibo . Venezu ela. He no t o nly pho to ­ 
graphed many cases and made an ex ­ 
hau stiv e repo rt In the interests o f sci­ 
ence. bu t ex perimented with a secret 
medicine, o btaining fav o rable resu lts. 
In o ne case that he reco u nt^ his well 
meant effo rts came o u t disastro u sly . 
A fo rm er president o f a certain state 
had beco me a leper, bu t was allo wed 
to remain at his ho me. Dr. Plu ma- 
cher’s treatm ent o f this patient was so 
su ccessfu l that It was repo rted he 
wo u ld reco v er. Thereu po n his enemies, 
who had co me into po wer, decided to 
depo rt him to the leper co lo ny . On 
hearing this the v ictim sho t himself. 


The Ev ery da y Hero es. 
Hero ism in the medical pro fessio n 
is by no means co nfined to the co n­ 
spicu o u s cases o f tho se who risk life 
in so me wo rld no ted ex periment. It is 
sho wn in an almo st equ al degree by 
su rgeo ns at ho spitals, who ru n co n­ 
stant danger o f blo o d po iso ning, and 
by o rdinary phy sicians, who are u nder 
the same danger and who also are in 
peril o f co ntagio n and Infectio n. Two 
no ted cases o f phy sicians th at died 
fro m blo o d po iso ning co ntracted while 
o perating are tho se o f Dr. Charles 
Tho mas H u nter o f the Pennsy lv ania 
Medical scho o l and Dr. 
Leslie 
M. 
Sweetman o f To ro nto , bo th receiv ing 
the 
deadly 
germs 
thro u gh 
slight 
scratches in the hand. Other cases o f 
blo o d po iso ning fro m similar cau ses, 
many o f the attacks pro v ing fatal, are 
tho se o f Dr. Jo hn Wilso n Gibbs o f 
New Yo rk, who was bitten o n the 
hand by a rav ing patient; Dr. Geo rge 
King, o ne o f the mo st pro minent phy ­ 
sicians o n Lo ng Island, who su ccu mbed 
thro u gh scratching his neck after he 
had perfo rmed an o peratio n; Dr. An­ 
drew J. McCo sh o f New Yo rk, infected 
by a patient thro u gh a slight abrasio n 
o n the hand; Dr. Do wling Benjamin o f 
Camden, N. J., who was bitten while 
try ing to o pen the thro at o f a y o u ng 
child with 
membrano u s cro u p; Dr. 
Charles Carro ll Lee, president o f the 
Co u nty Medical so ciety o f New Yo rk; 
Dr. E. W. Bu rnette, also cf New Yo rk; 
Dr. Jo hn M. By ro n, the bacterio lo gist, 
and sco res o f o thers. 
The cases o f hero ism in the cau se o f 
science are no t co nfined to the medical 
pro fessio n. 
They ex tend all the way 
do wn the ages fro m Galilei, who went 
to jail becau se he insisted th at the 
wo rld Is ro u nd, to Pro fesso r Matteu ci. 
who u nderwent grav e peril to make 
scientific o bserv atio ns o f the great 
eru ptio n o f Mo u nt Vesu v iu s a few 
y ears ago . 
The o ther fine ex amples 
are tho se o f Benjamin Franklin, who 
risked his life in the famo u s kite ex ­ 
periment by which he pro v ed that 
lightning is identical with electricity , 
and William Tho mas Green Mo rto n, 
the American dentist who disco v ered 
the u se o f ether in su rgical o peratio n» 
and who established that it is no t fatal 
by ex perimenting w ith it u po n himself. 
Happily In no ne o f these celebrated in­ 
stances was the su preme sacrifice o f 
life ex acted as the price fo r dev o tio n 
to an ideal. 
It Is the medical pro fessio n, ho w­ 
ev er, where the danger is greatest and 
the v ictims mo st nu mero u s. The do c­ 
to r is alway s face to face with dis­ 
ease in ail its fo rms. 
Others may flee 
fro m co ntagio n. 
He mu st ev er ru sh 
into the midst o f i t The av erage man 
may in mo st cases av o id infectio n 
fro m cancer, fro m tu bercu lo sis, fro m 
blo o d po iso ning and fro m the many 
o ther ago nizing shapes th at death as­ 
su mes. 
The do cto r is co nstantly ex ­ 
po sed to these, and the slightest pim­ 
ple o r abrasio n o f the skin may o ffer 
the bacteria an entrance Into his o wn 
bo dy . 
No t o nly is he endangered in 
su ch way s, bu t he deliberately Inv ites 
the mo st terrible sco u rges in o rder 
that he may o bserv e the laws which 
go v ern them, disco v er their cau ses and 
if po ssible arriv e at the means o f their 
prev entio n and cu re. No r do es he call 
all this hero ism. 
He wo u ld sco rn the 
name is an affectatio n o r a po se. 
He 
faces death as a part o f the day ’s 
wo rk. 
It belo ngs to his calling. 
Po s- 
Fibly he is right. 
Perhaps ev ery man 
» ho u ld be ready to o ffer himself fo r 
lu m anlty , fo r what Is the u nit, aftei 
I’l. co mpared to the mass?

co u nts with the bank, when it is ex ­ 
pected a fu ll ex planatio n will be made 
o f the metho d pu rsu ed’ by Emmerich 
to get the best o f the bank. 
The pre­ 
cise co nnectio n bo rne to the case by 
Pau l C. Gall and H arry Prinzler, de­ 
po sito rs at the bank, who are u nder 
bo nd o n charges o f co nspiracy with 
Emmerich to defrau d the bank 
w’ili 
slso likely be rev ealed then. 
A carefu l ex aminatio n o f the bo o ks 
and acco u nts o f the bank sho w that 
the to tal sho rtage was $31,319 .8 7 . This 
sho rtage was div ided u p amo ng three 
acco u nts as fo llo ws, it is ex plained: 
In the Pau l C. Gall acco u nt, $2,505.10; 
the Max P. Emmerich acco u nt, $4,7 00; 
the Harry C. Prinzler acco u nt, $24,- 
114.7 7 . The o v erdrafts in the Gall ac­ 
co u nt were sho wn to hav e been $2,8 00, 
bu t this was redu ced by a balance in 
the bank. 
President Stalnaker say s 
the bank will lo se no thing becau se o l 
the sho rtage. 
He ex plains that the 
entire amo u nt will be co v ered by a 
bo nd and the pro perty that will be 
tu rned o v er to the bank. 
Prinzler, it 
Is ex plained, will tu rn o v er to the bank 
perso nal pro perty , land and mo ney 
aggregating abo u t $12,000. 
' 
It seems that the metho d fo llo wed 
by which Emmerich go t at least a 
part o f his mo ney , at any rate in the 
Prinzler case, was by false balances 
made by Emmerich in the ledger, o v er 
which he had charge. 
It seems that 
Prinzler had an acco u nt in o ne o i 
mo re o ther banks and wo u ld depo sit 
to the credit o f these banks his checks 
o n the Capital Natio nal, where he alsc 
had an acco u nt. In the regu lar co u rse 
o f bu siness these checks wo u ld reacr 
the Capital Natio nal and there be paid 
These checks wo u ld then be tu rned 
o v er to Emmerich, as he had the bo o ks 
in which Prinzler’s name appeared 
to hav e Emmerich charge them against 
Prinzler’s acco u nt. 
The checks wo u ld 
be charged against the acco u nt in the 
pro per m anner in the jo u rnal, it is ex 
plained, bu t no t in the ledger, and 
false balances wo u ld be made in the 
ledger by Emmerich to co nceal this. 
The ex act manipu latio ns in the led 
ger, in relatio n to Prinzler’s acco u nt 
are no t kno wn, ho wev er, as that page 
o f the ledger has disappeared, appar 
ently hav ing been taken by Emmerich 
when he left the city . The Emmerich 
acco u nt was apparently manipu lated 
alo ng the same general lines, bu t there 
is no thing to sho w' at the bank, it is 
said, ho w Emmerich co u ld hav e bene­ 
fited by any o v erdrafts o n Gall’s ac­ 
co u nt. 
Gall’s checks, it is said, sho w 
they w’ere made o u t to meet v ario u s 
bu siness o bligatio ns.
